Rome School 


Election Wake 
Unrest Spreads 
Through Italy 


HOME (AP) —Riot police cu t 
throu g h the barricaded g ate of 
the 
embattled 
Un iv ersity 
of 
Rome today an d mov ed in to the 
leftist-occu pied campu s to break 
u p n ew fig htin g between riv ai 
stu den t g rou ps. 
The police action was g rimly 
formal. First an official don n ed 
the tricolor sash that sig n ified 
he acted in the n ame of the re­ 
pu blic. Then a tru mpeter tooted 
three shrill blasts that mean t 
“ this is official.” 
Then a hu g h pair of m e t a l 
clippers was u sed to cu t the 
chain with which red-flag leftist 
stu den ts mid biack-flag an ar­ 
chists locked the g ates three 
day s ag o when they occu pied 
the u n iv ersity . 
It was the first time riot po­ 
lice hav e mov ed on to the cam­ 
pu s sin ce March when hu n dreds 
of stu den ts an d police were in ­ 
ju red in fierce fig htin g there. 
The action today came after a 
battle that lasted almost an 
hoar between 300 an tileftist stu ­ 
den ts attackin g from the ou tside 
an d n early 2,000 battlin g to hold 
their con trol ov er the campu s. 
At least 10 stu den ts were car­ 
ried away to hospitals. 
'Hie attackers broke throu g h 
part of the g ate an d pou red on to 
the campu s, hu rlin g rocks an d 
flamin g bu n dles of rag s. 
The defen ders, charg in g in to 
the fray with cries of “Ho Chi 
Min h,” drov e them back. 
At that poin t a han dfu l of po­ 
lice who had tried in v ain to 
keep the riv al faction s apart 
caLed for rein forcmeots. 
The stu den ts occu py in g the 
campu s fell back before the offi­ 
cial police en try withou t resis­ 
tan ce. Man y slipped off the 
campu s by back ex its. 
The prospect of a g ov ern men t 
crisis an d con tin u ed social u n ­ 
rest hu n g ov er the cou n try on ly 
two weeks after the n ation al 
election s. 
Premier Aldo Moro, whose 
Christian 
Democrats 
made 
g ain s in the election , will su bmit 
his resig n ation after the n ew 
Parliamen t con v en es Wedn es­ 
day . 
This is requ ired by cu stom 
after a n ation al election , bu t 
Moro has n o hopes of ag ain 
farmin g a g ov ern men t with the 
cen ter-left coalition he had led 
for the past fiv e y ears. 
His Socialist partn ers, 
who 
su ffered losses in the v otin g , 
blamed them on the allian ce 
with Moro’s party an d decided 
Satu rday n ig ht to qu it the coali­ 
tion . 


LOS ANGELES (AP)-Riv al 
Democrats Robert F. Ken n edy 
an d Eu g en e J. McCarthy , more 
v ig orou s debaters at a distan ce 
than face-to-face, stag ed their 
fin al search for v otes today in 
Californ ia’s cu mactic presiden ­ 
tial primary . 
Ken n edy ran ked as the fav or­ 
ite in a three-sided race for 174 
n omin atin g v otes at the Demo­ 
cratic Nation al Con v en tion —an d 
for the political propu lsion of an 
en dorsemen t from the n ation ’s 
most popu lou s state. 
The third en try : An u n com­ 
mitted slate of deleg ates headed 
by Atty . Gen . Thomas C. Ly n ch. 
That lin e on the Democratic 
ballot is as close as a Californ ian 
can come to v otin g for Vice 
Presiden t Hu bert H. Hu mphrey , 
for write-in v otes « re n ot per­ 
mitted. 
The whole show w’as on the 
Democratic side. Gov . Ron ald 
Reag an , cast as a fav orite son , 
was alon e on the Repu blican 
ballot, which will award him 86 
GOP con v en tion v otes. 
Two-thirds of the more than 
7.9 million v oters in Californ ia 
were ex pected to cast ballots. 
The latest State Poll pu blished 
today by the Los An g eles Times 
g av e this resu lt of a poll Satu r­ 
day of 1,007 person s: Ken n edy 
36 per cen t, McCarthy 31, Ly n ch 
deleg ation 15, u n decided 18.

Kirk Relates 


College Strike 


Background 


NEW YORK (AP)—Dr. Gray ­ 
son Kirk, presiden t of strike- 
torn Colu mbia Un iv ersity , say s 
su pport for stu den t demon stra­ 
tors widen ed becau se of the 
shock of the April 30 raid on 
the campu s by 1,000 city po­ 
lice. 
Kirk also said on the NBC- 
TV “Meet the Press” prog ram 
Su n day : 
“When the police action oc­ 
cu rred, a g reat man y people, 
who had been hitherto u n sy m­ 
pathetic with an y of the de­ 
man ds of the stu den t strikers, 
ex perien ced su ch a predictable 
emotion al shock that they beg an 
to see more v alidity in some of 
tlie strikers’ deman ds than they 
ev er had before.” 
Kirk said man y u n committed 
facu lty members as well as stu ­ 
den ts swu n g to the side of the 
rebels. 
The u n iv ersity admin istration 
had sen t in a cab for police, 
an d they cleared demon strators 
from fiv e u n iv ersity bu ildin g s 
they had occu pied for a week. 
Kirk said Su n day there was n o 
other way to clear the bu ild­ 
in g s. 
More than 700 person s—larg e­ 
ly stu den ts to the 25,000-stu den t 
u n iv ersity —were arrested in the 
April 30 raid, mostly on tre s­ 
pass charg es, an d abou t 150 per­ 
son s were in ju red. 
In later weeks, abou t 300 per­ 
son s were arrested in two dem­ 
on stration s —on e in a u n iv ersity 
own ed apartmen t bu ildin g abou t 
a block from toe campu s, an d 
a secon d when stu den ts took eon -,' 
tru l of a campVis bu ildin g .

U.S. Officials 
Study Possibility 
Of Compromise

PARIS (AP) —A hig h-ran kin g 
member of North Vietn am’s 
Commu n ist leadership arriv ed 
to join the peace talks in Piris 
today an d said the secon d phase 
of the con feren ces “can beg in 
withou t delay ” if the Un ited 
States will drop what ho called 
its “obstin ate atitu de” an d halt 
the rest of the bombin g of his 
cou n try . 
Lc Du e Tho arriv ed here from 
Han oi by way of Moscow where 
he con ferred with Sov iet leaders 
Su n day . 
The taJis here are schedu led 
to resu me Wedn esday . 
U.S. officials are stu dy in g the 
possibility of a compromise with 
North Vietn am ov er broaden in g 
the scope of the Paris talks in 
spite of the deadlock on de-esca­ 
latin g the w*ar. 
The clu e lies in a statemen t 
pu blished two day s ag o in the 
n ewspaper Nhan Dan , mou th­ 
piece of the North Vietn amese 
Commu n ist party . In stead of 
say in g the Un ited States mu st 
ag ree to halt immediately all at­ 
tacks on North Vietn amese ter­ 
ritory , it say s that the Un ited 
States “mu st first of all clearly 
ackn owledg e its respon sibility 
to pu t a defin itiv e an d u n con di­ 
tion al en d” to the attacks. 
Members of the American 
deleg ation in the Paris con fer­ 
en ce are fran kiy n ot qu ite su re 
what this mean s bu t are slig htly 
optimistic. They hope for clarifi­ 
cation in the n ex t session or two 
with the North Vietn am deleg a­ 
tion . Ambassadors W. Av erell 
Harriman an d Xu an Thu y an d 
their adv isers will meet ag ain 
Wedn esday . 
Thu y , mean while is ex pected 
to g et the latest thou g hts of the 
ru lin g g rou p in Han oi from on e 
of its top members, Le Du e Tho, 
who was dispatched to Paris. 
Tho, a Commu n ist theoreti­ 
cian , will serv e here as a “spe­ 
cial cou n selor” to Thu y . While 
he was stoppin g ov er in Moscow 
Su n day , the Sov iet Commu n ist 
party n ewspaper Prav da en ­ 
dorsed the peace talks an ew an d 
restated its su pport for North 
Vietn am’s position . P r a v da 
made this statemen t: 
“It seems clear there are 
man y con crete problems which 
mu st be discu ssed bu t there is 
on ly on e qu estion (en din g the 
U.S. attacks on the North) 
which mu st be reg u lated at first 
in the presen t talks.” 
U.S. au thorities were faced 
on ce more with a qu estion of in ­ 
terpretation which becomes sig ­ 
n ifican t becau se of the failu re of 
the discu ssion s here ov er sev er­ 
al weeks to shed an y n ew lig ht 
on an y of the problems an d is­ 
su es in v olv ed in Vietn am peace 
makin g .

There were n ation wide eu lo­ 
g ies in Japan today for Miss 
Keller, 87, the blin d an d deaf 
au thor who died Satu rday at her 
cou n try home, Arcan Ridg e, 
where she had liv ed qu ietly in 
recen t y ears. 
In Toky o, the 102 residen ts of 
the Helen Keller In stitu te for the 
blin d an d deaf held memorial 
serv ices for the woman who 
had g iv en them hope an d in spi­ 
ration . The in stitu te was fou n d­ 
ed in 19 50 as a resu lt of a v isit 
by Miss Keller to Japan two 
y ears earlier. 
Dr. Forris Chick, Miss Kel­ 
ler’s phy sician , said she died 
qu ietly after a prolon g ed illn ess. 
Miss Keller, a n ativ e of Tu s- 
cu mbia, Ala., was n ormal u n til 
she was 19 mon ths old, when 
she su ffered a fev er that left 
her blin d an d deaf.

Instead of 
saying the United States must 
agree to halt immediately all at­ 
tacks on North Vietnamese tor 
ritory, it says that the United 
States “ must first of ail clearly 
acknowledge its responsibility 
to put a definitive and uncondi­ 
tional end” to the attacks. 
Members of the American 
delegation in the Paris confer­ 
ence are frankly not quite sure 
what this means but are slightly 
optimistic. They hope for clarifi 
cation in the next session or two 
with the North Vietnam delega 
tion. Ambassadors W. Averell 
Harriman and Xuan Thuy and 
their advisers will meet again 
Wednesday. 
Thuy, meanwhile is expected 
to get the latest thoughts of the 
ruling group in Hanoi from one 
of its top members, Le Due Tho, 
who was dispatched to Paris.

Rites Held 


PASTON, Conn. (AP) — The 
ashes of Helen Keller will be 
placed in tile National Cathe­ 
dral in Washington with those of 
Anne Sullivan Macy, who open­ 
ed a new world to her, and of 
Poky Thompson, a later com­ 
panion. 
Miss Keller was cremated to­ 
day to Bridgeport, Conn., after 
private services. A memorial 
service will be held Wednesday 
to the National Cathedral with 
Sen. Lister Hill, D-Ala., a friend 
of Miss Keller, delivering the 
eulogy. 
There were nationwide eulo­ 
gies to Japan today for Miss 
Keller, 87, the blind and deaf 
author who died Saturday at her 
country home, Arcan Ridge, 
where she had lived quietly in 
recent years. 
In Tokyo, the 102 residents of 
the Helen Keller Institute for the 
blind and deaf held memorial 
services for the woman who 
had given them hope and inspi­ 
ration. The institute was found­ 
ed in 1950 as a result of a visit 
by Miss Keller to Japan two 
years earlier. 
Dr. Forris Cluck, Miss Kel­ 
ler’s physician, said she died 
quietly after a prolonged illness. 
Miss Keller, a native of Tus­ 
cumbia, Ala., was normal until 
she was 19 months old, when 
she suffered a fever that left 
her blind and deaf.

The storm developed on the 
i eve of a meeting in Miami be­ 
tween U.S. and Mexican offi­ 
cials to develop a mutual assist­ 
ance pact to tracking hurri­ 
canes and aiding storm victims. 
Schools were closed through­ 
out the Florida Keys as Abby 
crossed Cuba and headed to­ 
ward Florida. 
Abby’s presence brought a 
tornado alert and gale warnings 
from Cape Kennedy, on Flori­ 
da’s east coast, to Tampa and 
southward through the Keys. 
Former Vice President Rich­ 
ard Nixon’s GOP presidential 
campaign was affected by the 
storm.

planes and a boat Sunday to take 
a large group of newsmen and 
aides to Walkers Bay in the Ba­ 
hama Islands, where he planned 
to join them from Miami and 
explain upcoming strategy.

Patrols were everywhere in 
the city, a one-time Ku Klux 
Kl an stronghold. 
Except for neighborhood dogs, 
keyed to nervous alert by the 
strangeness 
of it 
all, 
little 
moved along the hilly streets. 
People who ventured out were 
stopped, questioned, frequently 
searched and sometimes arrest­ 
ed. 
Zuccaro, named city spokes­ 
man by the Board of Aldermen, 
said 15 curfew violation arrests 
were recorded before midnight 
—in addition to 114 arrested 
during the day on concealed 
weapon charges. 
Mayor John Nosser and the 
aldermen 
imposed temporary 
curfew and banned the sale of 
alcoholic beverages, guns, am­ 
munition and knives after a riot 
was touched off by a shooting. 
Enraged by a false rumor 
that a white man had killed a 
Negro, some 300 Negroes ram­ 
paged through a downtown sec­ 
tion, smashing store window's. 
Two buildings were burned. Po­ 
lice said that some, but not 
much, looting was reported. 
Nosser said 12 tear gas canis­ 
ters were thrown and warning 
shots fired over the heads of tho 
mob at one point. 
“We had to do it,” said Det. 
Capt. Frank Rickard. “They 
rushed us.” 
Police said the shooting that 
triggered the riot happened at a 
sendee station at 11:58 p.m. 
Saturday. The riot was under 
way by 12:30 a.m. Sunday. It 
wasn’t completely put down un­ 
til 4 a m. 
Til roe men arrested after the 
shooting,—two 
young 
whites 
from West Monroe. l a. and a 
Natchez 
Negro—were 
under 
$2,000 bond each. Two of them 
were recovering from pistol bul­ 
let wounds.

Job Age Limit 
Made Illegal 


Measure Protects 
Persons 40 to 65 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Too 
old at 40 to get a job? 
Starting next week it will be 
against federal law' for most 
employers, labor unions or em­ 
ployment agencies to tell you 
that. 
A new law protecting persons 
40 to 65 from employment dis­ 
crimination because of age goes 
into effect June 12. 
“The law is designed to prom­ 
ote the employment of older 
workers based on their ability 
and to prohibit arbitrary age 
discrimination in employment,” 
saki Hie Labor Department. 
Tile Age Discrimination In 
Employment Act wras passed by 
Congress and signed by Presi­ 
dent Johnson last year. 
It forbids employers to refuse 
to hire—or to fire a person—be­ 
cause of age or to pay different 
wage rates or lesser job benefits 
on the basis of age. 
Tile law exempts bona fide 
seniority systems and pension 
plans, but says pension plains 
—-which are more costly tor 
newly hired older workers—can­ 
not be used as an excuse to re­ 
fuse to hire an individual. 
Employment agencies, with­ 
out limitation, are forbidden to 
refuse to refer anyone tor a job 
because of age. 
Individuals who prove dis­ 
crimination in court can collect 
attorneys’ fees and court costs 
in addition to back pay. In cases 
where 
willful 
violation 
is 
proved, they can collect up to 
double tho amount of back pay.

Georges Pompidou declared to­ 
day “it is a national duty” of 
French strikers to return to 
their jobs. Ile added that a 
back-to-vvork tendency is being 
noted almost everywhere in the 
nation. 
Pompidou, meeting newsmen 
at Ins Matignon residence, gave 
no figures on the returning 
groups, so far largely limited to 
smaller businesses and adminis­ 
tration agencies. The mass of 
tile IO million strikers showed 
no sign of budging. 
Tile premier said the strikes, 
now nearly three weeks old, are 
costing France two per cent of 
its gross national product a 
week, or the equivalent of about 
$2 billion. 
“Work must resume as quick­ 
ly as possible,” Pompidou said. 
“Peace and tranquility of the 
country are involved. It is a na­ 
tional duty to get back to work.” 
Workers have called off their 
strike at some small provincial 
factories. There was a possibili­ 
ty that postal service would be 
resumed this week. But other 
main sectors of the economy re­ 
main paralyzed as the general 
strike enters its third week. 
There seems little chance that 
things will return to normal 
Tuesday after 
the three-day 
Pentecost weekend. 
Public transport is still fro­ 
zen, the schools are closed and 
industry is still. However, strik- 
er-employer 
negotiations 
are 
continuing in most fields where 
deadlocks has not produced a 
rupture. 
Representatives 
of 
striking 
railroad and urban transport 
workers kept talks going with 
the government though a union 
leader said the “restrictive atti­ 


tude of the Transportation Min­ 
istry” was “inadmissible.” 
Tile railroad workers are de­ 
manding salary increases of up 
to 19 per cent for the lowest 
paid employes and 15 per cent 
for the highest paid. 
Leaders of striking employes 
of the state gas and electricity 
works reported jwogress in their 
negotiations but said rank and 
file must have the final voice. 
However, the supply of gas and 
electricity 
has 
bern normal 
throughout the strike. 
Hie 280,000 postal workers de­ 
cide today whether to return to 
work. They were to consider a 
“protocol agreement” reached 
in principle at a weekend nego­ 
tiating session. 
Talks with leaders of 600,000 
their government employes has 
not yet produced any agree­ 
ment. 
A spokesman tor the union 
representing the nation’s 600,000 
teachers said the schools will 
remain closed Tuesday.

Prospects Good 
In Steelworker 
Contract Talks 


NEW” YORK (AP) -Negotia­ 
tors for the AFL-CIO United 
Steelworkers of America, after 
weekend 
contract settlement 
with the major aluminum com­ 
panies, 
today open contract 
talks covering about 480,000 em­ 
ployes of the ll major steel pro­ 
ducers in the most optimistic at­ 
mosphere in years. 
The negotiations are between 
the 1.2 million-member union 
and the Coordinating Committee 
of Steel Companies, represent­ 
ing the ll steel producers. 
The negotiations starting to ­ 
day can set a pattern for mem­ 
bers of the union not involved in 
the present talks. 
For the first time, prelimi­ 
nary talks were held on local is­ 
sues, and many were settled in 
six weeks of talks. 
The Steelworkers’ 33-man ex­ 
ecutive board, headed by union 
President I.W, Abel, met Sun­ 
day to plan strategy. Following 
that session, the union’s 200- 
member 
negotiating advisory 
committee met. An aide 
of 
Abel said tho committee meet­ 
ing involved procedures, and 
there was no public announce­ 
ment of what w ent on. 
Tile basic steel industry has 
not had a major strike since a 
116-day walkout in 1959. The 
White House, however, has in­ 
tervened several times in con­ 
tract talks. 
Tie 
current 35-month con­ 
tract, which expires Aug. I, was 
agreed 
upon after President 
Johnson intervened in 1965. 
Although the United 
Steel­ 
workers 
had 
signed a new 
three-year pact covering half of 
tile nation’s aluminum workers, 
the two aluminum giants—Alcoa 
and Reynolds—were struck dur­ 
ing the weekend by the AFL- 
CIO Aluminum Workers union. 
Alcoa—the Aluminum Co. of 
America—reported that half its 
capacity was halted. It is the 
nation’s largest aluminum pro­ 
ducer. 
The United Steelworkers has 
said that in its negotiations with 
tile major steel companies it 
would demand a pay increase of 
6 per cent and fringe benefits. 
Wages now average $3.83 an 
hour, according to tile muon. 
The companies have said wages 
and fringe benefits combined to­ 
tal $4.88 an hour. 
A union spokesman said tile 
new contract with the five larg­ 
est aluminum producers con­ 
tained a wage increase exceed­ 
ing the 6.1 per cent won in the 
can industry recently. After a 
nine-month strike copper work­ 
ers got on 8 per cent increase. 
About the same terms w'ere 
agreed to during tile weekend 
by 
Hie 
Steelworkers 
Union, 
which represents half of the 
60,000 aluminum workers, and 
the AFL-CIO United Auto Work­ 
ers, 
which 
represents about 
4,700 workers of Alcoa. The 
Auto Workers staged a one-day 
strike before settling late Satur­ 
day.

I think it a disgrace to our 
community and school system 
that no more interest is taken 
in our Cireleville High School 
Senior and Junior Bands. Tim 
Cirdevilie Band Booster’s Club 
includes p arents and interested 
p ersons of the Junior as well 
as Senior Band.

At our

If you want to know how tile 
relationship of political forces 
in the Republican P arty has 
changed in the past eight '**ars, 
ponder this: It was Dick Nixon 
who

see Ronald Reagan in 1968. The 
lesson is, or should be, obvious: 
Republican Leftism is now’ in 
the position of being the sup­ 
plicant, begging for a renew al 
of influence th a t has long since 
dwindled away. 
It was the “ old” Nixon who 
sought Rocky out eight years 
ago just a few days before the 
Republican 
convention. 
Nixon 
had the delegates, and he also 
had the rather tepid support of 
Ike Eisenhower. 
But he 
felt 
uneasy about the prospects for 
Republican unity with Rocky 
growling about the need to beef 
up tile Republican platform . To 
the consternation of Republican 
conservatives. 
particularly 
those from the Southern states, 
Nixon 
visited 
Rockefeller 
on 
July 22 and July 23. When the 
so-called T reaty of Fifth Ave. 
had been prom ulgated by the 
two men, Rocky had a deal on 
the platform . A fourteen-point 
statem ent was issued calling for 
such things as a tougher draft 
on civil rights, support for the 
aim s of sit-in dem onstrators, 
and a discontinuance of nuclear 
testing. In exchange for 96 New 
York votes at the convention. 
Nixon waged a partly successful 
fight 
for 
Hie 
substance 
of 
Rocky’s platform planks. 
It took Nixon eight years to 
c o n v i n c e 
Republican 
con­ 
servatives that there w as, after 
all, 
nothing 
nefarious 
about 
wanting a platform that would 
be acceptable to Republicans of

1960. Since the T reaty of Fifth 
Ave., conservatives have grown 
less 
doctrinaire.

to drum up sentim ent for a 
Rockefeller- 
R e a g a n . “ Stop 
Nixon” entente cordiale, there 
was 
no 
question 
of 
inviting 
R e a g a n 
to 
Rockefeller 
headquarters. 
Instead, 
Rocky 
had to waylay Reagan in a New 
Orleans 
hotel. 
He 
got 
no 
prom ises 
from 
Reagan about 
anything. 
And 
his 
statem ent 
after he came away from the 
meeting, that there was “ no 
ideological gulf” between him 
and 
Reagan, was an alm ost 
p a t h e t i c 
admission 
that 
everything had changed since 
the brave days of 1960, when 
Nixon thought he had to do 
something 
to 
satisfy

Republican liberals that he wras 
not too conservative after all. 
Since 
power 
is 
power, 
a 
supplicant Nelson Rockefeller is 
whistling 
in 
the wind if he 
thinks a 
Rockefeller- 
Reagan 
ticket is a possibility. R eagan’s 
basic 
support 
is 
even 
m ore 
conservative 
t h a n 
Richard 
Nixon’s. 
Once 
Reagan 
has 
released his delegates, only a 
handful would go to someone 
m ore 
liberal 
than 
Nixon, 
lf 
Reagan, 
by 
some 
still 
un­ 
specified 
m agic, 
m anages 
to 


stop Nixon, it would m ean that 
he him self is the m ost potent 
Republican medicine 
m an on 
the horizon. Indeed, if Nixon 
can ’t 
m ake 
it, 
a 
Reagan- 
Rockefeller ticket is a far m ore 
plausible 
possibility 
than 
a 
ticket with Rocky at the top 
and Reagan in second position. 
Rocky, 
of 
course, 
doesn't 
w ant 
to 
be 
anybody’s 
Vice 
President. 
Nor, 
presum ably, 
does Reagan. But if Reagan is 
willing to settle for the Vice 
Presidential 
slot, 
he 
will 
be 
Nixon’s 
running 
m ate, 
not 
Rocky’s. 
Til ere are some Republicans, 
m ainly in the eastern seaboard 
states, 
who don’t understand 
that tile power in the party is 
centered in the West, the Middle 
W est and tile South, all of which 
are more conservative than the 
N ortheast. The shift has been 
so pronounced that Dick Nixon 
can pile up delegates for tile 
nom ination 
even 
though 
he 
doesn’t have a big state power 
base. He is winning because his 
ideas are in harm ony with those 
of tile Republican rank and file 
w here 
tile 
party 
is 
at 
its 
strongest. 


Is a diabetic condition more

controlled by a rigid diet and 
with one of the new medicines 
that can be taken by mouth. 
Insulin, itself, has no value to 
the diabetic when it is taken 
by mouth, because its potency 
is destroyed by the stomach 
juices. When 
diet 
and 
oral 
medication do not reduce the 
blood sugar to norm al level and 
when there still is sugar in the 
urine, 
insulin by injection is 
used. 
There 
are 
sonic other 
reasons why the doctor may 
prefer the us© of insulin in some 
specific cases. 
It would 
not 
he far from

premiere in Jackie Gleason’s 
Saturday night hour. 
Patrick McGoohan is the star 
of the CBS show, which is just 
about the nicest thing one can 
say about it. He is still the 
chilly-eyed, intrepid daredevil of 
his old “Secret Agent” series, 
but he’s in the middle of a new 
format that is really something 
etse. 
I' appears to be the flip side 
of the “Fugitive” idea—each 
week the hero makes some in­ 
genious attempt to escape from 
his prison. The obvious flaw in 
that, from the viewer's stand­ 
point. is that each week “The 
Pirsoner”—he 
has 
no 
other 
name—winds up the loser. At 
least “The Fugitive” managed 
bo outwit his pursuers and keep 
running at the end of each epi­ 
sode. 
The show opened with the 
hero, who has resigned suddenly 
from some terribly important, 
mysterious 
government 
post, 
being knocked out by gas in his 
London flat. He comes to in a 
pretty village that looks like a 
cross between Brigadoon and a 
plush health resort. He does not 
know where he is. He is threat­ 
ened by some obviously ruthless 
but urbane men who rule the 
prison village. 
And then the show becomes 
an exercise im electronic gim­ 
mickry and science fiction. His 
Big Brother captors go in for 
electronic surveillance so elabo­ 
rate that even the statues in the 
local graveyard conceal closed­ 
circuit television cameras. Of 
course, all the inhabitants of the 
village are. like himself, prison­ 
ers, but unlike our hero, they 
are terrified. 
The hour seemed like one pe­ 
riod of frustration and, on tihe 
part of this viewer, confusion 
about what was going on. The 
production 
values, 
however, 
were high—the sets were hand­ 
some and elaborate and it was 
interestingly filmed. But watch­ 
ing the summer replacement 
was rather like being caught up 
in a nightmare.

Diahann works — and according 
to Dialiann, the scripts aren’t 
going to pull any punches. 
“It’s totally adult, I think,”

asking 
him 
whether I’ve got the hospital 
job, and I explain carefully that 
I’m Negro. ‘How long have you 
been Negro?’ he asks candidly.

While Bill Crosby was co­ 
starred in “I Spy,” Diahann 
actually is the first Negro to 
be starred — show-biz billing 
can be pretty baffling, and two 
tickets to an old Laurel and 
Hardy movie will go to anyone 
explaining the difference bet­ 
ween starring and co-starring 
— in a TV series. She’s looking 
forward to It — and she’s a 
little scared. 
‘I’m very enthusiastic about 
the series,” she said, “because 
it looks like a good one, and 
also, I’ve always had this strong 
leaning toward acting, rather 
than singing in clubs. But on 
on the other hand, singing is ray 
turf and I'm at home tilere. 
Put a microphone in front of 
me and I have no worries.” 
She’s

however, not to fret about how 
she’ll make out in a weekly 
grind (shooting will start in a 
couple of months). She was on 
Broadway as tile lovely young 
innocent in “House of Flowers” 
14 years ago, she won her Tony 
for “No Strings,” and she did 
“Porgy and Bess” and “Paris 
Blues” for the movies, as well 
as a straight dramatic role in 
‘ ‘ H u r r y 
Sundown.”

Soon after entering N.Y.U. to 
study sociology, she auditioned 
for a part in an all-Negro revue, 
“Jazz Train.”

He got 
her

Miss Carroll, then, soon will 
be knee-deep in the ratrace of 
a weekly series — with only 
one trouble spot in the offing.
